. The situation in Korea can no longer 
. be’ jgñöred by the American people 

_whgn 4pproximately 2500 American 
boys- are killed outright or badly wound- 
ed in a week. Those wha have for more 
than a year referred to this engagement 
as a “police action” must re-evaluate the 
situation when it is considered that in 
the fifteen months that this war in Ko- 
rea has been going on 14,500 American 
boys are known to be dead and more 
than 60,000 have been wounded while 
another 12,000 are listed as missing. It 
is certainly time for real deep consid- 
eration of the public problem with the 
obvious necessity for a change in our 
strategy. 

We are told by these in the “know” 
that we far exceed Russia in supply of 
atomic bombs; that we have new and 
fantastic weapons; that the American 
planes and pilots are superior to the 
Russian types now being used by the 
Chinese; that China is a fourth or fifth 
rate power. Yet the fact remains that 
our casualties are steadily growing in 
volume day by day and in fact that 
those casualties have been higher during 
this war than they were in the first fif- 
teen months of World War II against 
two first-rate powers-Germany - Japan.

TIME FOR ACTION 

It would seem to a layman like us, 
who still does not believe that Russia 
` wants war—that is, an all-out war with 
Russia risking all—that the time has 
come for us to resort to more realistic 
measures.

NEW SLEEP PILL FORMS 
NO HABIT, SUICIDE. 
PROOF, SAYS DRS. 


New York—The makers of a new 
sleeping pill claim it is safe, non-habit 
forming and suicide-proof. 

Tests of the sleep-inducing drug 
were disclosed in the journal “Science” 
by Drs. S. Margolin, P. Perlman and 
F. Villani of the Schering Corp., of 
roe NJ., and Dr. Thomas H. 

avack, of Metropolita: i 
New York. zi 

The pill, made by the Schering firm, 
will be obtainable only through a doc- 
tor’s Prescription. It consists of a liquid 
in a green capsule. Its trade name is 
Dormison. j 

Scientifically, it is known as three- 
methyl-pentyne-ol-three, and was dev- 
eloped from a combination of carbon, 
hydrogen and oxygen. 

The four doctors said the drug puts 
people to sleep in a half hour or less, 
working on the central nervous system 
to induce slumber. They claim the ef- 
fects disappeaı from the body within 
two hours and leave a person in a nat- 
ural sleep.
